When the currency be- 
comes too abundant, it will be retired for the 
bonds. The present stringency in the money 
market is caused, we think, by a dearth of loan- 
able capital (that is, of the surplus products of 
labor), rather than by a lack of currency with 
which the products of labor are exchanged; but 
such ig not the common belief. Anybody who 
has Government bonds can get money for them 
now, taking the riek of a rise in the price before 
he wants them back again. It is believed by 
those who favor the proposed meagure, that this 
risk of a rise in price prevents the holders of 
bonds from selling them, and investing their 
money temporarily in commercial loans, which 
afford double the rate of interest that the bonds 
draw. 
Bonds issued in exchange for currency would 
be something after the kind of securities known 
in England as exchequer bills. When the Gor- 
ernment needs money temporarily, over and 
above its revenue, it issues exchequer bills to 
the Bank of England. These bills pass from 
hand to hand ss money, are issued for sums 
ranging from £5 to £50, bearinterest at the rate 
of 1 to 244 pence per ddy on each £100, or from 
N to M per cent per annum. The amount of 
these outstanding sometimes exceeds £20,000,- 
000. They are redeemable on demand. All 
persons having money unemployed 
seek these exchequer bills, which, being 
convertible into money on demand, are a most 
convenient form of investment. The greenback 
proposition goes beyond this. It authorizes the 
Government, upon the surrender of any bonds, 
to issue greenbacks in lieu of them ; these green- 
backs bear no interest, and consequently the 
person receiving them loses the interest on his 
bonds, or, rather, pays that much interest for 
the use of the currency. On the other 
hand, it offers to any person having cur- 
rency an interest-bearing bond in en- 
change therefor. How much interest 
these bonds should bear is an after considera- 
tion. It should probably be in the neighborhood 
of ö per cent. Whatever interest they bear will 
be the measure of the interest paid for the use 
of the currency, upon the highest security, and 
itis not likely that there wilt be any inflation 
upon those terms, or any demand for currency 
beyond the actual wants of trade, so long as it 
| involves a loss of ö per cent gold interest. 

The Government now has outstanding 6360, 
000,000 of overduepaper. It is irredeemable, 
and bears no interest. The Government should 
either redeem it, or offer its creditors the oppor- 
tunity to put it into == interest-bearing 
shape. Under t+ system, there need be no 
limt t= «me amount of greenbacks that may be 
iseuéd; if the country wants thousand mi- 
ions of currency on those terms, and 
will surrender interest-bearmg bonds in 
exchange for it, the country ought 
to have the opportunity. If, however, 
the public do not want $360,000,000, they ought 
to haye the privilege of surrendering so much of 
it es they do not need, and revetving an interest- 
bearing bond worth par in gold. 

The immediate effect of establishing this oon- 
vertibility of currency and bonds will be to give 
the cutrency the same value as the bonds. The 
5 per cenf bonds are now worth 98 cents on the 
dollar. Willthis measure reduce their value, 
and to what extent? The making of the green- 
backs convertible at the pleasure of the holder 
into bonds will certainly have the general effect 
of impairing the credit of the Government, be- 
cause it will be the falfiiment, in part, of its 
promise to redeem its demand notes. Hence it 
is not probable that the existing bonds would 
decline in value by the adoption of the proposed 
measure, They ought rather to advance.

che proposition to authorize the issue of 
legal-terder notes to any amount that may be 
called for in exchange for Government bonds, 
which bonds in turn may be exchanged for 
greenbacks, deducting the interest in the mean- 
time, is not open to the objections that apply to 
a general expansion of the currency.

Asidé from the public interest that is felt in the 
investigation of the Credit Mobilier scandal, there 
is another and more cogent reason why the Com- 
mittee should open the doors upon its re-as- 
sembling, after the holiday vacation.

A num- 
ber of plans for new city charters have been sub- 
mitted, but all of them have been met with a 
flood of objections. Mr. Havemeyer, the Mayor- 
elect, suggests that the number of Commission- 
ers ih the control of the departments shall be 
diminished, and that, where it is possible, 
there shall be but one Commissiontr, or 
Chief, for each department. It is evident, 
too, from a conversation which Mr. Havemeyer 
recently held with a newspaper reporter, that 
he believes the appointing and removing power 
should be vested in the Mayor. Mr. Dorman 
B. Eaton, whois a‘lawyer of ability, and who 
has devoted much attention to thefeubject of 
municipal government, insists that the Assem- 
bly District system should be abolished, and 
that the system of electing members of the 
Legislatare on a general county ticket should be 
revived. The small Representative Districts, 
he claums, are little nests for little politi- 
cians, who become’ dangerous in the aggre- 
gate when they can control the local 
Government of New York City. Other 
plans contemplate a restoration to the people of 
New York City of the management of their own 
municipal affairs.

and undoubtedly growing colder again as it passed 
beyond their influence into New York and the 
New England States. The weather reports 
in our last issue are excinsively 
from the West. Manitoba, in the 
extreme northwest, reported 42 below zero; Bt. 
Paul and Minneapolis, 30 below; and Milwau- 
kee, in the direct line of these polar winds, 20 
below; Des Moines, Iowa, 22 below; and Madi- 


son, Wis., 25 below. Illinois is somewhat out of 


the direct line of the intensely cold wave, for 
Ottawa reports 15 below, LaSalle 12 below, and 
the lowest point reached during the day in Ohica- 
go was 15 below. What point was reached during 
the night in Chicago may never be known, The 
scientific observer who might have had courage 
enough to stay out of bed would undoubtedly 
have either frozen to death or died in despair at 
the discovery that his thermometer was incapa- 
ble of registering the degree of temperature. 

Whatever may have been the degree of tem- 
perature it was sufficiently cold for practical 
purposes, and its vigor could not have been mit- 
igated by any mercurial knowledge. After mor- 
cury gets toa certain point, it resembles a de- 
praved human being. It gets so low that it isn't 
of much sccount how low it descends after that. 
When a man is pierced through and through 
with the cold, even to the marrow, it is of very 
little consequence to him whether the thermom- 
eter is 20 below or 40 below. He can't get much 
colder, and the addition of a few more degrees 
is a matter of supreme indifference to him, It 
is a mere abstract scientific fact, in which he 
takes no more interest than ordinary 
human beings do in the discovery of a new 
asteroid, having more of those useless shining 
points already than they can make use of. 
There is nothing particularly consolatory in the 
announcement of the fearful cold in the Arctic 
regions toa man with » frozen ear ofa frost- 
bitten nose. He has already attained the maxi- 
mum of frosty delight, and for all practical pur- 
poses he is as cold as an iceberg, and is suffering 
as keenly and intensely as any greasy Eequi- 
maux in the Arctic Zone. 

The efficacy and value of the Signal Service 
have been signally tested in this sudden cold 
snsp, although its announcements have not pre- 
pared us to accept the cold with any greater 
degrees of Christian philosophy, simply 
because we knew it was coming.
